AS CAPITAL WATS 
DECISION ON GOLD 


Officials Expect Supreme 
Court To Uphold Act 
by Narrow Margin But 
Speculate on Alternative 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(/)—A 
$69,000,000 increase in private and 
public debts and the fate of the New 
Deal's monetary program hung tonight 
upon a decision of the nine members 
of the supreme court. 

Although governmeiit attorneys pri- 
vately expressed confidence of the out- 
come, the markets declined to share 
their optimism. Grains broke and 
non ferrous metals were off, while 
government bonds whose value would 
be increased by an adverse decision 
were strong. 

In short, the court was called upon 
to decide whether a $1,000 gold bond, 
whether of the government or a pri- 
vate corporation should be worth $1,- 
690 in the new devaluated currency, 
or be redeemable at its face value in 
ithe present dollars. ‘There are $100,- 
000,000,000 in such bonds outstand- 


ing. 
May Increase Court.

Authoritative indications that congress 
will be asked for stiff regulation of 
holding companies, barring many rate- 
increasing. practices, today dominated 
a series of developments in the public 
utilities field. 

President Roosevelt's power policy 
committee drafted a bill to forbid, 
aces other thin the -pyramiding 

ding companies, the assessment 
of such_concerns of management fees 
from operating companies, inflationary 
write-ups of values, the appliance of 
ressure upon operating companies to 
increase returps on stocks, 

The president received from the 
power commission a report that hold- 
ers of life insurance policies, savings 
bank depositors and -widows’ and or- 
phans with utility investments had 
no reason to worry if their funds were 
in operating companies and not in 
holding companies or _ § investment 
trusts. 

“Should Remove Abuses.” 

Chairman Rayburn, of the house 
commerce committee, said in a speech 
on the floor that congress should re- 
move abuses by holding companies. 

“We want you to consider,” Ray- 
burn said, “whether or not the con- 
gress should undertake to regulate 
these super-holding companies or lay 
down a policy under which they will 
disappear.” 

Rayburn declined later , to say 
whether the legislation to be recom- 
mended to President Roosevelt.for his 
approval before submission to congress 
would propose regulation or lay down 
a complete ban against holding com- 
panies, 

From other sources, however, word 
came that while both courses had 


been proposed to the power policy. 


committee, such rigid regulation as 
will regulate what were styled abuses 
was the more strongly urged. 

“More are in favor of regulating 
than abolishing,” this official said. 


Report To Be Given F. D. R. 


The report of the policy committee 
will be taken to the president soon, 
whee in an_unwritten, highly in- 

rmal form. The committee was set 
up by the president recently to study 
power and utility matters from a na- 
tional standpoint and to act as a clear- 
ing committee to pass upon legislation. 

The report of the power commission 
to the president said, in brief: 

“The utility investments of standard 
life insurance companies and- savings 
banks are and have always been al- 
most exclusively in the bonds of oper- 
atin com anies.’ 

Of six large New York life insur- 
ance companies, only 8.4 per cent of 
their total assets are in public utility 
bonds and Jess than 1 per cent. in 
utility preferred stocks. 

Fifteen insurance concerns in other 
States have 9.5 per cent of their assets 
jin utility bonds and eight-tenths of 
1 per cent in preferred stocks. 

; $16,389,000,000 Assets. 

“These 21 companies combined have 
total assets of $16,389,000,000, rep- 
resenting 79 per cent of the admitted 
assets of all life insurance companies 
in the United States.” 

Less than 3 per cent of the assets 
of savings banks are invested in util- 
ity ‘bonds and their investments in 
utility stocks are negligible. 

The market value of the utility 
bond holdings of the 51 standard life 
$100 4414 companies was estimated ‘at 
have. been in September, 1929, before 


i the market crash. 


The price trend of the 38 utility 


Pp. ™-|/ bond issues for which quotations are 


available back to 1920 reflected a 
rise from a low of 76.38 in May, 1920, 
to 110.52 in December, 1934. 

“Every one of the 200 utility bonds 
for which comparable quotations are 
available increased in price during the 
past 12 months. 

“Thirteen out of the 16 utility pre- 
ferred stocks also showed a gain.”

FRENCH-FRIED 

LIVER AND ONIONS. 

French-fried potatoes are an old 
story—so, for that matter, the liver 
and onions—but French-fried liver 
and onions is news. At least it was 
to me and so I hastened to pass the 
word along to you, for I am sure you 
will like this way of preparing tliese 
per ‘nial favorites. 

French- Liver. 

Remove the membrane from liver 
and cut in one-inch cubes. Salt, roll 
in eggs and crumbs and fry in deep 
lard at 350 degrees Fahrenheit, until 
well browned. Serve with French- 
fried onions, which may be cooked in 
the same lard after the liver is fin- 
ished. Drain, place the liver on un- 
glazed paper, and keep in a warm 
place, while the onions are being

French-Fried Onions, 

Six medium-sized onions, 1 cup 
flour, 1 cup milk, 1 egg, 1-4 teaspoon 
salt, lard. 

Peel the onions, slice in 1-8 inch 
slices and separate into rings, Make 
a batter of the flour, milk, egg, and 
salt.

for deep-fat frying is that it has a de-. 

licious nut-like flavor which enhances 

the flavor of the foods fried in it. 

T Tests. 


How can you tell when the lard is 
the right temperature for frying dif- 
ferent kinds of food? How will you 
know when it is 330 degrees Fahren- 
heit, for example? The best way, of 
course, is with a deep-fat thermome- 
ter. But, if you de not have a ther- 
mometer, the best way is the bread 
test. The following table gives the 
temperatures as indicated by the 
bread test. Cut it out and paste it 
in your cookbook for handy reference. 

Bread Test for Deep-Fat 

Lard at 350 degrees Fahrenheit 
will brown a cube of bread in not less 
than one minute. 

Lard at 360 degrees Fahrenheit 


“will brown a cube vf bread in one 


minute, 

Lard at 370 degrees. Fahrenheit 
will brown a cube of bread in about 
40 seconds. 

Never, never use the “smoking 
point” as a gauge of telling when fat 
is hot enough, because smo ng fat is 


and fry until a golden brown, Drain 
thoroughly. Arrange on platter around 
the liver and serve hot. 

French-fried onions will remain 
crisp and may be reheated and used 
another day. 

And from Madam Begue's famous 
old restaurant in New Orleans comes 
another recipe for French-fried liver. 

Liver a la Madam Begue, 

Remove membrane from liver and 
cut into land 11-2 inch cubes. Mari- 
nate for 30 minutes or longer in a 
well-seasoned French dressing, using 
twice as much ojl as vinegar. Fry in 
deep fat at 350 degrees Fahrenheit, 
until well browned. Serve piled on 
a platter and garnished with parsley 
and lemon. 

And while we are on the subject 
of. deep-fat frying, a word about lard 
will not be amiss. Perhaps every 
woman does not know that lard, with 
its low cost and high «digestibility, is 
a most desirable’ medium for deep fat 


burning fat and burned fat ruins the 
flavor of the food cooked in it, and 
it is not so easy to digest. It has. been 
proved that properly fried foods are 
not difficult of digestion, and the tem- 
perature is the important considera- 
tion in proper frying. There is an 
economy angle, too; fat which is al- 
| lowed to reach the smoking point does 
_not keep so well as fat which is not 
allowed to reach an  wunnecessarily 
high temperature. 
Care of Lard. 

Lard should be kept, both before 
and after frying, in a eool place in a 
tightly covered container. It may be 
left in the waxed container in which 
it is purchased, or a wooden pail or 
crockery jar with a tight-fitting lid is 
excellent. 

Before being atored, lard which has 
been used for deep-fat frying should 
be strained through one or more 
thicknesses of cloth to remove any 
particles. of. flour,..crumbs) or other

The more of these particles left 
in the fat, the lower the temperature 
at which it will smoke when reheated. 
Besides straining, it may be necessary 
to clarify the fat after’ some strong- 
flavored food, such as onions, has 
been fried. This is done by slicing 
potatoes in the fat» while it is hot, 
and then straining it as described. 


King Haile Ignores

ROME, Jan. 11.—()—Emperor 
Haile Selassie, of Ethiopia, went 
over Benito Mussolini's head today 
to handle the Italo-Ethiopian dis- 
pute in Africa as one king to an- 
other.

Emmanuel, the Ethiopian monarch 
outlined his government’s viewpoint 
on the situation growing out of re- 
cent border clashes between Italian 
and Ethiopian forces, which the 
Addis Ababa government previously 
had called to the attention of the 
League of Nations. 

The Ethiopian charge d'affaires 
here presented the letter and receiv- 
ed the Italian king’s assurance that 
Italy wanted peace with her Afri- 
can neighbor.

WASHINGTON, dan. 11.—Mem- 
bers of the Georgia delegation in 
congress today were presented with 
a graphic picture of the devastation 
wrought to live stock of the state 
by ravages of the screw worm. 

Armed with a series of some { 
exhibits, State Entomologist M. S&S. 
Yeomans, Atlanta. came to Washing- 
ton to aid in the fight for obtain- 
ing congressional appropriations to 
combat the menace. Summoning fhe 
state delegation to his hotel suite, he 
gave an illustrated lecture on the in- 
roads caused by the pest. : 

Later he conferred with officials 
of the department of agriculture and 
other government agencies which are 
co-operating in the campaign of ersdi- 
cation. 

Already a number of bills have been 
introduced in both houses of congress 
by members of the Georgia group ask- 
ing that a fund of $200,000 to $500.- 
000 be immediately granted for car- 
rying on the campaign. Both Sena-

The eight-point program to im- 
prove the relations between the 
United States and the nations of 
South and Central America, an- 
nounced by the foreign relations 
committee of the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
is aimed at the elimination of funda- 
mental obstacles which have here- 
tofore stood in the way of greater 
intimacy between the peoples of the 
western hemisphere. 

The program contemplates the 
familiarizing of American school 
children with South American con- 
ditions, ideals and history; the 
broadened study of Spanish and 
Portuguese in the high schools in 
this country; the encouragement of 
travel in Latin America by the peo- 
ple of the United States, and wider 
publicity on the question of inter- 
American relations in order that 
the importance of reciprocal trade 
may be more generally understood. 

There are numerous reasons why 
the people of Latin America have 
in the past been closer, both in, 
their personal and business rela- 
tions, to Europe than to the United 
States. Their home and social life 
is radically different from ours; 
their business methods are not the 
same, and their general ‘theory of 
life is fundamentally one of calm 
as against the hustle and bustle so

DECLINING BIRTHRATES 

The birthrate in every civilized 
country in the world, with the ex- 
ception of Rumania and the Philip. 
pine Islands, has registered a steady 
decline since 1928, according to 
Statistics compiled by the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company. 
Not only have births decreased in 
the United States as a nation, but 
in every state in the Union 

The serious nature of the decline 
in this country is shown in the fol- 
lowing comment in a statement is- 
sued by the information service of 
the Metropolitan: —

In 1932. only nine of the 37 coun- 
tries had birthrates lower than that. 
of the United States, while the rate | 
for that year in this country—17.1 
per 1,000~—was 28 per cent lower than 
the average of 24.2 for the entire 
group of 37 nations. Moreover, the 
drop of 12.1 per cent in the birth- | 
rate of the United States compared | 
unfavorably with the average fall of 
&7 per cent for the whole group. | 

Somewhat curiously, the highest | 
and lowest declines are registered) 
in two Latin-American nations—_/ 
Chile, with a drop of 21.6, and 
Venezuela, with 2.7? per cent. The 
increase in the birthrate in Rumania 
is declared as “inconsequential,” 
while the rate in the Philippines 
has remained practically stationary 
for the past five years. ao

less marked rate of decrease. Thus 
the descendants of the hardy pio- 
neers who carved the United States 
out of the wilderness are steadily 
becoming a comparatively smaller 
per cent of the population of the 
country. 

It is probable that the birthrate 
decline will end with the coming of 
more prosperous conditions, but it 
is also probable that the disparity 
between the native stock and the 
descendants of central and southern 
European immigrants will continue 
to increase because of the large 
families customary among the Slavs 
and Latins. 


AIR PROGRESS SPEEDS UP 


The continuing increase in air 


passengers and express carried by_ 


regularly licensed lines in the 
United States is revealed in a state- 
ment issued by the bureau of air 
commerce of the federal depart- 
ment of commerce, in which the 
figures for November, 1934, and 
the same month of the preceding 
year are presented. 

In November of last year there 
were only 21 operating companies 
in the country, as against 24.a year 
before, this decrease being due to 
the reorganization of air lines re- 
sulting from the suspension of air 
mail contracts by Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farley early last year. The 
comparative figures are the more 
impressive in that the report for 
1933 covers the operations of all 
the 24 companies then in exist- 
ence, while the figures for 1934 do 
not include the business done by 
one of the 21 now operating. 

The report shows that during 
this month 38,954 passengers were 
carried, as against 35,667 12 
months previously; 192,132 pounds 
of mail, as against 147,987; 3,438,- 
832 miles flown, against 3,833,- 
851, and 17,194,538 passenger 
miles flown, against 13,492,298. 

In considerng the steady growth 


of air transportation in the United |: 


States it must be borne in mind 
that numerous routes, over which 
many passengers and much mail 
and express was carried previous 
to the reorganization of existing 
lines insisted upon by the govern- 
ment last year, are still to be re- 
instated. A case in instance is the 
Chicago-Atlanta route, which has 
only recently been put back into 
operation. 
’ Probably the-most "marked ad- 
vance in American aviation re- 
corded during the past year was 
the announcement of plans for 
trans-oceanic flights looking to the 
establishment of regular routes 
over both the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific. For months engineers have 
been plannifg the construction of 
huge flying boats, capable of trav- 
eling many thousand miles without 
refueling, and of landing on the sea 
in safety except during the. most 
adverse weather conditions. Al- 
ready the great ships of the air 
for these trial flights are under con- 
struction. 

Every indication points to the

Congress now will con- 
sider the estimates and make appropriations, eliminating some and 
adding others. The real budget will come just before the next 
fiscal year starts July 14. 

You can see what result this will bring. Hereafter, the New 
Deal will have budget accounting every six months, instead of year- 
ly. There will then be no reason and no excuse for lump sum- 
ming in June.

The congressional action was in- 
tended to enforce governmental seizure 
of all monetary gold stocks, and. the 
reduction of the gold dollar a year 
ago from 25 4-5 grains to 15 5-21 
grains. In the new currency 25 4-5 
grains of gold are worth $1.69. 

Opponents of the government's posi- 
tion contend that for each 25 4-5 
grains of gold or dollar-in-face ryalue 
of the old gold clause contracts and 
bonds, the holder must now be paid 
$1.69 because of the guarantee of equi- 
valent payment. 

In closing the case for the govern-

The witness paused. 

Q. Are they correct reproductions? 

A. They are correct. 

“T have here the request writing. and 
non-admitted writing of this person,” 
Qsborn went on. 

“There are three possibilities with 
regard to their similarity. 

“The first is that they are written 
by the same writer.” 

“The second is that the similarities 
and identities came as a matter of 
accident or co-incident. 

Identical Imitation. 

“The. third is that the identities 
and similarities ‘are due to intended 
imitation.” 

“In brief either these two sets of 
writings are written by the same writ- 
er or one is an imitation of the other,” 
he concluded. 

“Fortunately there is a large amount 
of writing (for comparisons) otherwise 
it would be difficult to answer the 
question, somewhat,” the expert said. 

“As to the question, it would be 
imitation, it would almost be an im- 

ssibility to imitate the (kidnap note) 

andwriting suc ully.” 

Osborn referred to characteristics 
which identify handwriting. 

“In my opinion the ransom notes 
are connected with this standard writ- 
ing of Richard Hauptmann in ail 
three ways—occasional characteristics, 
standard characteristics. and unusual 
characteristics,” he said. 

Disguised Hand. 

He spoke of the ransom notes brief- 
ly. “In my opinion all letters were 
written in a disguised hand, some- 
what disguised.” 

“On exhibit No. 72 the handwrit- 
ing is not disguised. 

He then spoke of the penmanship 
specimens Hauptmann gave after his 
arrest. 

_ “Im my opinion these request writ-

Symbol Book Borrowed 


By Instructor in Art 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 11.—() 
An account of the Hauptmann trial 
led John Condax, 26-year-old art in- 
structor, to notify authorities that 
he was the borrower of a book of 
symbols from the New York public 
library, about which defense at- 
torneys questioned Dr. John F. 
(Jafsie) Condon. 

Mention of the book wes made in 
the trial «during cross-examination of 
Dr. Condon on Wednesday. Ed- 
ward J. Reilly, defense counsel, 
sought to bring out that it was 
“Jafsie” who signed for the book— 
Koch’s work on German symbols. 
The library slip showed the name 
“John Condon.” Reilly said. 

The book, Condax said. was for 
use in studying fresco painters and 
paintings. It contained a symbol 
similar to the identifying mark the 
kidnapers of the Lindbergh baby 
used in their ransom notes, 


the handwriting of Hauptmann and 
that on the ransom notes. 

The exhibits were accepted as evi- 
dence for the purposes of comparisons. 

As Hauptman saw his writings, en- 
larged possibly 15 times, placed side 
by side with the ransom script and 
print he looked up with interest. 
His ears turned red, but he indicated 
no emotion. 

Mrs. Hauptmann looked on. her lips 
slightly parted, and Lindbergh leaned 
forward intently. 


Jury Interested. 


The jury watched the expert with 
reawakened interest.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Con- 
flicting views on the proposal for cre- 
ating an additional fedéral judgeship 
in the northern district of Georgia 
will probably necessitate a caucus of 
the state congressional group before 
pee risa action can be taken on 
a bill. 

Under a measure originally intro- 
duced at the last session and —_ 
presented by Répresentative Robert 
Ramspeck, of Atlanta, @he proposed 
additional jurist would be created 
solely to relieve congested court con- 
ditions in the northern district. 
Should the bill be passed in that form 
the president in filling the office 
would be expeé¢ted to adhere to the 
practice of confining his consideration 
of applicants to the district served, 

Other members of the delegation, 
however, led by Representative Cari 
Vinson, of Milledgeville, dean of the 
group, feel that the new jurist should 
be available for relief work in all three 
districts of the state—and by the same 
token throw the office open to candi- 
dates from all sections of the state. 


Cummings May Oppose. 


Sentiment on the question seems to 
be pretty well divided. Those from 
the northern jurisdiction favor having 
the appointment confined to the north- 
ern district. Representatives from the 
middle and southern jurisdictions want 
the judge named for the state at 
large. The latter group is so insistent 
in its stand that it is doubtful whether 
a delegation caucus would result in 
a united front. Pressure of prospec- 
tive candidates is a factor of no minor 
importance in the situation. Practical- 
ly every congressional district may 
be expected ‘to come forward with an 
aspirant for the life-time post in the 
event it is created. 

Meantime, it was revealed at the 
department of justice today that pro- 
ponents of the bill are yet to over- 
come an important preliminary hurdle 
before its consideration can be advane- 
ed in committee. Attorney General 
Homer 8. Cummings has not satisfied 
himself that an additional: judgeship 
is needed in the district and rarely if 
ever is a new federal jurist created 
without the recommendation of the at- 
togney general. 

n his annual report recently filed 
with congress Mr. Cummings recom- 
mended only two néw judgeships, one 
in California.and another in New 
York, although his predecessor in of- 
fice, former Attorney General Mitchell, 
certified the need for a second judge 
in the northern Georgia district. Rea-

By that 
time I would be through and I’d then start trying to 
find a job. It all came to me very clearly indeed and 
so last year I said, ‘Grant, you play yourself some tennis 
and have some fun but get busy with that job’. And 
that’s what I’ve been doing.”’ 

Grant had a good job to go to and a future to look at. 
George Lott and Lester Stoefen didn’t and so they turned to 
pro tennis. They were up there where they could cash in for 
some serious money in a short time. But at that, I think the 
crowd would turn out to see Grant once he had his try. He 
looks good—scampering around out there getting the ball back. 


LO, THE POOR AMATEURS. 

It looks very bad for the amateurs who are started in on the 
winter business of getting ready for the cup matches in the 
spring and summer. 

It looks very bad for them because the professionals 
are going to get all the publicity for a most simple rea- 
son. The professionals have the names which will pull 
them in at the gate. And the amateurs depend on gate 
appeal just as much as the professionals. Taking George 
Lott and Lester Stoefen out of the ranks left them with 
no real names. 

A tennis card with Vines, Tilden, Lott, Stoefen and all the 
others the pro ranks boast, is a real show. The amateurs can 
beat the drums quite loudly and not be able to make them con- 
vincing. The professional ranks have the names. 


THE CHANGING SCENE. 

The sport scene is changing very radically in New York. 
It was not unusual for Madison Square Garden to be jammed 
for a performance by Mile. Suzanne Lenglen when she turned 
professional a decade ago. . : 

But Madison Square Garden now gets jammed reg- 
ularly to see the regular tennis matches put on by the 
professionals. 

And Madison Square Garden gets jammed for college bas- 
ketball, the crowd paying $20,000 to see Kentucky and New 
York University’s teams play, and a like amount for a couple 
of other teams from college ranks. 

The headquarters of the fight game is paying divi- 
dends with basketball, tennis, ice hockey, six-day bike 
races, horse shows and the like. While the fight game 
languishes. ;

THE FIGHT AGAINST. 

The U. S. L. T. A., which thinks in just as reactionary a 
fashion as the A. A. U., is considering what it believes to be 
retaliatory measures. 

They include the possibility of barring professionals 
off courts belonging to amateur clubs; banning matches 
between professicnals and amateurs on the exhibition 
tours; and prohibiting an open tournament. 


It has always been very difficult for me to understand just var Bie 


why the amateur and professional golfers could mingle in an, 


open tournament without any apparent harm to the health or 
social standing of the amateurs and yet the amateur tennis 
player must avoid the professional as though he were a plague. 
There has been, and is, much more hypocricy in 
the amateur tennis ranks than there ever were in any 
other sport making pretenses to amateurism. And the 
situation isn’t impzoving any. 

It may be that the professionals will soon be the dominat- 
ing factor. Indeed the good vear 1935 will likely see them 
so. It would be most amusing were the day to come when 
they would avoid the amateur.

AMATEUR SPORT. 
LOOKING AHEAD 
TO GREAT YEAR 


American Athletes Are 
in Demand by More 
Countries. 


By Avery Brundage, 


President, American Olympic Asso- 
ciation, 

CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—(#)—In ama- 
teur sports, success is marked by 
the number of competitors and .the 
quality of the competition rather than 
by the size of the gate or the num- 
ber of spectators :s in professional 
contests, At the conclusion of a year 
filled with growth and progress by 
these standards, despite unsettled con- 
ditions in fields political and eco- 
nomic, amateur sport looks forward 
to new triumphs, national as well 
as international, curing 1935. 

Competitive sport, first organized 
on a large scale in the United States, 
is gradually spreading to all parts of 
the civilized world. Lacking the pri- 
vate initiative supplied in this coun- 
try by athletic clubs and education- 
al institutions, in nationg like Italy, 
Japan, Mexico and soviet Russia, the 
government, recognizing the values of 
physical training and recreation to 
its citizens, has taken a hand and 
is promoting and encouraging com- 
petitive —* and games on a na- 
tional scale. 

VAST NUMBERS. 

Leaders representing such widely 
differing political philosophies as those 
of Mussolini, Hitler and Stalin, agree 
on the importance of sport and have 
initiated athletic arene designed 
to_ reach vast .umbers. : 

More and more foreign countries, 
recognizing the leadership of the Unit- 
ed States, ask us to send our best 
athletes abroad to meet their cham- 
pions so that they may learn Ameri- 
can methods. At the recent conven- 
tion of the amateur athletic union in- 
vitations were received from a dozen 
nations requesting track and field, 
swimming, ice hockey, wrestling and 


weight lifting teams to be their guests | 2 


‘The fine performances 
and good sportsmanship of our boys 
in Europe and the orient last year 
strengthened the friendly feelings es-

years. ; 

Fifty nations are preparing for the 
eleventh Olympiad to be held in Au- 
gust, 1936, and the fourth winter 
games, scheduled for February, 1936, 
and competition will be keener than 
ever. This is recognized by Ameri- 
can sport leaders. and 25 Olympic 
sport committees are already working 
to develop teams that will continue 
the record of success written by pre- 
vious wearers of the red, white and 


blue. 
CAPABLE Boys. __ 

From the new marks established in 
running, jumping, weight throwing, 
swimming, weight lifting, ete, and 
from the excellent performances and 
added interest in skating, amateur 
boxing, wrestling, rowing, amateur ice 
hockey, fencing, skiing, etc., there is 
no doubt that our boys will give a 
good account of themselves. Appar- 
ently there has been no decline in 
American skill and stamina. Because 
there will not be time enough to select 
and prepare the winter sports teams 
next season before the games open in 
February, 1936, tentative selections 
will be made this winter. Perform- 
ances next summer in other sports will 
give the fans an idea of Olympic tim- 
ber of the 1936 tryouts. 

The Olympic program in 1936 for 
the first time includes basketball, ca- 
noeing and field handball (a popular 
European game something like soccer 
but played with the hands instead of 
the feet), Equestrian pool has been 
added to the program for the first 
time since 1924 and there will be a 
demonstration of baseball between 
American and Japanese teams. 

The growing appreciation of ama- 
teurism among sports followers and 
the public generally both here and 
abroad. and the consequent demand 
that sham, pretense and _ dishonest 
practices be stamped out, 1s indicated 
in the appointment of committees to 
establish uniform amateur codes, both 
by the international Olympic commit- 
tee and the American Olympic com- 
mittee. Because amateurism 1S a 
thing of the spirit and not of the rule 
book this is a very difficult task, but 
the sport-loving public is rapidly ap- 
proaching the point where it will not 
tolerate commercialism in amateur 
sport and is demanding that a sharp 
line be drawn between the amateur 
who “plays for fun” and the profes- 
sional who plays for money.

Former Beloved Prima 
Donna of the ‘Met’ Dies 
at Age of 76 Years. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—(?)—Mar- 
cella Sembrich, one of the great sing- 
ers of all time, died today at her home 
overlooking Central park. 


The prima donna—a compeer of 
Caruso and Antonio Scotti, of Lilli 
Lehmann and Nordica—was 76 years 
old. She had been in ill health for 
several years. 

Though she retired in 1909, with a 
demonstration such as the Metropoli- 
tan opera seldom has experienced, she 
was known until her death as “the 
first lady of the opera.” 

On that February night in 1909, 
surrounded by every member of the 
Metropolitan company, the stage fill- 
ed with floral tributes and gifts, she 
told the audience: 

“I am retiring because I like thé 
sun best when it is high. It is better 
that I leave when everyone is asking 
‘why?’ than later when my ability 
might be: less.” 

Her career started in the little 
Galician town of Lemberg (now 
Lwow, in Poland). Here she was 
born Praxede Marcelline Kochanska. 
Her father was the village music 
teacher. He started her studies when 
she was four years old. First, the 
piano, then the violin at 6: voice a 
few years later. Liszt, after hearing 
her in each art said: 

“You have three pairs of wings, lit- 
tle one, on which to fly to fame. You 
can become a great pianist, a great 
violinist, or a great singer. : 

After her retirement, Sembrich con- 
tinued in concert work for sometime 
and, until a few years ago, gave in- 
struction.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11:-—P)—~ 
Secretary Ickes, the oil administrator, 
today named a special committee not 
connected with the oil administration 
to make a survey of the effects on 
independent and small enterprises of 
the oil code and Section 90 of the 
recovery law.
